British Steamship Egypt Sinks 


After Collision With

Brest — Ninety-eight persons are 


missing and 242 were sav<?d of those 
who were on board the British steam- 
ship Egypt when it was sunk olf the 
Island of 1 'shunt Satuiday night by 
a collision with the French Steamer 
fatine, according to the latest ofilcial 
figures. 


Among 
those 
missing are 
two 


American women, Mrs. M. L. Sibley 
and Miss V. M. Boy-r, whose home 
addressed are unknown here. 
It is 


possible 
that some of the missing 


may have 
been 
picked up by the 


Steamship Cap Iracon hi addition to 
those brought here by Ine Seine. The 
Ca Iracon was nine miles from the 
scene and replied to the distress sig- 
nals with the assurance that she was 
speeding to the spot. 


Tugs and small war craft have been 


searching the scene of the wreck ever 
since the collision but no other bodies 
in addition to those picked up soon 
after had been found up to this after- 
noon. 
The Egypt went down in 400 


feet of water. 
She carried $300.000 


in gold besides a consignment of mail 
for India. 
So far one mail pouch 


has been picked up but nothing else 
except the wreckage from the crash 
found on the surface. 


JUMPED INTO SEA 


The ships officers did not even save 


the vessel's papers. 


It is not questioned by most of the 


survivors however, that many of the 
300 odd person? aboard were thrown 
into the sea or jumped from the sink- 
Ing ship when they were unable to ob- 
tain places in the few life boats that 
wero lowered.

The American minister answered, 


stating that if the fort fired upon 
Campo de Marte, where the Ameri- 
san marines are stationed, or upon 
the city, the fire would be returned 
by the marines. He also proposed that 
General Cruz send three representa- 
tives of the government for a joint 
conference. 


There was rifle and machine gun

COAL RATES 


The suit brought by the Menominee 


Chamber of Commerce to restrain the, 
"Wisconsin Railroad commission from put- 
ting into effect the adjustment of intra- 
state coal rates on a mileage basis ha* at- 
tracted widespread attention. 
Inasmuch 


as the new rates stand to benefit the peo- 
ple of "Wisconsin to the extent of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars annually 
there is naturally some concern as to 
whether the suit instituted by Menominee 
is likely to succeed. 


In the first place, there is excellent 


reason to believe that the city of Me- 
nominee has made an error in procedure. 
The claim is that the state of Wisconsin 
has put into effect a schedule of discrim- 
inatory rates which are a burden on inter- 
state commerce, and to that extent a vio- 
lation of rates put in force ny the Inter- 
state Commerce commission. 
The fact is, 


however, that the Interstate Commerce 
commission has not made an order hold- 
ing "Wisconsin intrastate rates 10 be un- 
reasonable or 
discriminatory, and that 


before this is done the federal eot.rt is 
unlikely to entertain jurisdiction or to en- 
ter a restraining order. It would appear 
that the proper course would have linen 


" to take this case 1n the Interstate Com- 


merce Commission and that this is what 
will have to be done in the end.- 


The scale of rates put into effect by the 


Wisconsin commission for the transporta- 
tion of ena! corresponds very closely to 
the Holmes-IIalloivell scale provided for 
in Hie order of the Interstate Commerce 
commission, affecting conl rates out of Du- 
luth into Minnesota, North Dakota and 
South Dakota. It is likely that this pre- 
cedent -will stand, and it would further 
appea-r that even if the Interstate Com- 
merce 
commission 
finds there is an 


unjust 
discrimination between 
inter- 


state and intrastate rates, so far as 
the movement of coal is concerned into 
"Wisconsin, if might well conclude that 
the present interstate rates on coal are 
high and should be brought down to the 
level of the intrastate rates rather than 
thai the intrastate scale should be raised 
to the level of the interstate. 


The "Wisconsin commission was very 


careful to follow the rulings of the Inter- 
state Commerce commission in working 
out the readjusted 
scale. 
Its rates 


seem to be entirely reasonable and as con- 
stituting a proper charge for the service 
performed. 
"We are. therefore, inclined 


to think that if they are discriminatory 
in relation to any existing inUTsiate. 
rafes. it -would be the latter rather than 
the "Wisconsin rates which the Interstate 
Commerce commission might modify. The 
Wisconsin 
commission in its revision of 


the coal rates performed an altogether 
notable service for the people of this state. 
and it would hardly be consistent to de- 
prive them of these benefits. 
It would 


be more consistent to extend the benefits 
to interstate commerce where they do not 
now exist.

steel manufacturers, there is no question 
but what a shorter working day would fur- 
ther increase that efficiency and ultimately 
contribute to a more economic conduct of 
the industry. 
It has been the universal 


experience of industry that the adoption 
of the eight hour day brought, about an 
actual savins in production costs and in- 
creased operating efficiency. 
AVhat it has 


done in other fields it will do in the field 
of steel production. 


The sieel manufacturers may tell us 


that tbfre are conditions in their business 
•which arp different 
from those in any 


other, and that anything but a twelve 
hour day is impractical, but that is mere- 
ly because they imagine it to be so. 
We 


used to hear precisely the same argument, 
from every other manufacturer and em- 
ployer of labor. 
The steel industry can 


adjust it-elf to an eight hour day to the 
advancement 
of its own interests, 
and 


what is even more important, to the im- 
provement nf its self-respect. 


For at lea^t a generation American in- 


dustrial standards have b°en raised to a 
level wher«> the twelve hour working day 
is in nviral and economic disrepute. It has 
been only a few years since the railroads 
said that the eisht hour day -was impos- 
sible in transportation, 
but 
President 


Wilson had the courage to force its adop- 
tion and it will of course never lie aban- 
doned. 
In another ten years we will be 


surprised t h a t it was ever opposed.
